Your committee would submit the following report of 
the schools during the past year. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Frank N. Upton, Prudential Committee. 


This school has sustained three terms of school, with 
good attendance, order and progress in the various 
studies. 

Miss Nettie R. Jones taught the spring term of nine 
weeks, the fall term of eleven weeks, and began the win- 
ter term of thirteen weeks, but left during the term on 
account of her health and the school is now in progress 
being taught by Mrs. Senie 8. Swinson, an experienced 
and successful teacher.
